This drastic action is being considered following the
Board’s “do-nothing” attitude towards a gorup of more
than 30 working mothers who have asked that the day
care center for their children be continued. The Board
abolishéd this center in a sudden move at its last meet-
ing. '

The working mothers, who are the only means of
support for their children, pleaded with the Board to
work out some workable basis by which the child center
at the Torrance elementary school might be continued”
there or elsewhere.

Congressman Xing Helps
Reunite Torrance Family

An act of Congress engineered by Congressman Cecil
R. King may re-unite a Torrance husband and wife who
have been separated by 3,000 mlleq for the laqt year by a
legal technicality. ®-

Now pending Senate confir-
mation, is House Resolution
8244, a bill introduced by Con-
gressman King five months ago
“for the relief of Mrs. Dorothy
Nell Woolgar Allen” which
unanimously passed the House
of Representatives early this
month,

The bill, as enacted by the
House, “admits to the United
States for permanent residence”
Mrs. Allen, whose home is at
1522 Beech Avenue, Torrance.

Technieality

Mrs. Allen originally entered
the United States on a visitors
visa in 1938, moved to Torrance
in 1943, married in 1946 and
last year returned to Canada
in order to make a proper entry
into this country. She was bar-
red from reentry by the im-
migration Department on a
technical count and for the
past 12 months has been living
in Toronto, Canada while await-
ing the final grind of legal
wheels that will let her return
to her husband and home in
Torrance.

Falls To Floor

“I thought my brother dodged the shot,”
said Gerry, “but then he scramed and yelled
and fell over on the floor."”

Young Miller said, “The gun went off and
I saw Berry sit down on the floor, Then I saw
the blood running out of his back. He said
something I couldn’'t understand. He just sat
on the floor and then he fell over.”

The Wright brothers and their parents had
moved into the neighborhood only two weeks
ago.

Miller was quoted as saying: “I didn't
mean to shoot him, I only meant to scare
them.”

Both surviving Wright boys verified Mil-
ler’s story that the shooting was accidental and
said they were turning to leave the Miller
house when the shooting occurred.

Mr. and Mrs. Chester E. Miller Sr., both
were absent when the shooting happened. Mil-
ler was working at a Torrance aircraft plant
and Mrs. Miller was in Wilmington at a doctor’s
office.
